The Bcl*luiz/ar Hanna bn* read the 
hamlwriting un the wall, mid i* fully 
aware of the condition which confront* 
Id* candidate for provident, i* evidenced 
by the lat« -t move of hi* National Com¬ 
mittee, The McKinley and Hobart 
Bunincm Men'* lA*augo I* mi adjunct, 
and a valuable one, too, to tin* National 
Committee in Now York. It wa* organ¬ 
ized about «ix week* ago, mid I* cou¬ 
poned principally of men who have be¬ 
come millionaire* or cnormou*ly wealthy 
through the fostering of a high tnritr, 
•licb a* bn* been championed by Mc¬ 
Kinley. Till* organization ha* tried to 
organize branch league* in all tlio larger 
citie* of the country, ami a large amount 
of money In* been railed for carrying on 
the work. 

To thin committee Iib* been cntrualed 
by Hanna the work of secretly notifying 
thn*e Republican* who have becomo di» 
heartened and have tlirealcned to vote 
for Bryan that if they will remain firm 
and Htcadfaat t" Republican principle* 
thin year four year* from now no objec¬ 
tion will la* made to a general adoption 
by the Republican National Convention 
of a - weeping free ailver platform.
